Current annual expenditures for education total $50 
billion. By 1975, this figure will rise up to $66 billion in 
constant dollars. That is more than the national defense 
budget without the extraordinary expenditures for the 
war in Vietnam. 
The figures were given by Dr. Samuel Halperin, As­ 
sistant Secretary of the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, to emphasize his statement that education 
is the growth industry in this country, underlining the 
word 'the’. 
Dr. Halperin was addressing more than 1,200 conferees 
at the American Management Association’s exposition on 
education and training, many of them businessmen whose 
companies have moved into the education market. For 
that reason, Dr. Halperin quickly added that these figures 
do not represent a market necessarily '‘lush for quick 
profits" because much of it goes directly into such essen­ 
tials and continuing staff functions as administration, 
maintenance and utilities as well as the huge teaching 
force required. 
"There is only a small percentage of free money for 
such things as books and audio-visual aids," he pointed 
out, even though a vastly increased role for business and 
industry is envisioned in the vocational educational 
amendments of 1968. The important thing, from the pub­ 
lic point of view, is that as a people we are spending as 
much for education as for security, which should doubly 
insure our security as a nation, in peace as in war. 
Presidents Always Do 


A new President, whoever he may be, is going to have 
new programs—they always do. So forecast Rep. Wilbur 
D. Mills, chairman of the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, who will have served $0 years in the House, Janu­ 
ary next. And he is returning from Arkansas without op­ 
position in his district. 
Mills was speaking about the budget for fiscal 1970, the 
first full budget the new President will make. Unless the 
war in Vietnam stops, it will contain supplementary items 
not included in President Johnson’s last budget. If the 
war continues, Mills says the IO per cent surcharge, or a 
good part of it, will have to be extended. 
For he warned that he will not recommed an increase 
in the debt ceiling to accommodate a budget deficit in the 
year 1969 unless some abnormal circumstance arises, 
such as a need for a great increase in Vietnam require­ 
ments or some other such emergency. 
Mills' suggestion to the incoming President is that he 
combine old programs to make room in the budget for 
any new demands. That seems sensible enough. A new 
President can do that, for he will have no obligation to 
continue or expand old programs, especially if they 
mould take money he might have for new programs he 
thinks will move the country farther along the road he 
wants it to go.

troversy over the nomination 
of Justice Abe Fortas to be 
chief 
justice. 
Maybe

begin 
to 
define just what is required 
of Supreme Court justices in 
relation to the constitutional 
provision that the tenure of 
all federal judges shall be 
"during good behavior." 
There is a paradox in the 
fact that, if Justice Fortas is 
not confirmed to head the 
high 
court, 
whatever 
ob­ 
jections to his activities may 
have been made in the debate 
w i l l 
remain 
uncorrected. 
Actually, he could be rejected 
for the position of chief justice 
and still continue to serve on 
the bench as an associate 
justice. If what Justice Fortas 
has done while an associate 
Justice is improper, his out­ 
side activities will not have 
been passed upon just because 
he was not confirmed as chief 
justice. 
Perhaps there would have 
been more logic if the Senate 
had raised the question of 
"good 
behavior," 
as it 
is 
authorized to do under the 
Constitution. 
which 
says: 
* The judges, both of the 
Supreme and Inferior Courts, 
shall hold their offices during 
good behavior." 
The real issue today is not 
whether Abe Fortas has the 
ability to be a chief justice, 
but whether he has, by his 
outside activities while ser­ 
ving as an associate justice, 
violated the "good liehavior" 
clause of the Constitution. 


Judges 
often 
disqualify 
themselves to hear a case 
when they feel 
that it is 
improper to do so because of 
a past relationship with a 
client in a law office or some

association. But the charge is 
made 
that 
Justice 
Fort.is 
performed certain duties for 
the executive branch of tile 
government which could make 
it impossible for him to sit 
on certain cases that might 
arise in the future. 
One point that has been 
brought up relates to a fee 
of 15,000 dollars paid for nine 
lectures delivered by Justice

For a country proud of its 
ties with the West and highly 
interested in the fact that a 
Polish-American,

States, this was a blow. 
Muskie, incidentally, came 
to Poland in 1966 on a tour 
of Europe and Asia seeking 
a solution for the Vietnamese 
war. This resulted from a talk 
between Secretary of State 
Rusk 
and 
Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Jozef 
Winiewicz 
during the 1966 UN Assembly 
meeting when Winiewicz met 
Sen. 
Mike 
Mansfield. 
D- 
Mont., who was anxious to 
explore peace for Southeast 
Asia. 
Later 
Mansfield 
brought 
Muskie, Sen. George Aiken, 
R-Vt., and Sen. Dan Inouye, 
D Hawaii, to Poland for talks. 
They were well received. 
"I talked to Muskie about 
his 
Polish 
ancestry." 
said 
Winiewicz. "He looks like a 
Pole. We were very much 
impressed.”

Muskie’s nomination for Vice

Polish Political Ferment 
Meanwhile a political fer­ 
ment, 
not 
unlike 
that

Czechoslovakia, 
has

taking place in Poland,

the Kremlin and was the chief 
reason for the Czech crack­ 
down. 
Polish restlessness began in 
October 1956 at the exact time » 
of the Hungarian revolution. 
For a time it looked as if 
the Poles would follow the 
Hungarians in trying to throw 
off 
tough,

munism. Suprisingly, it was 
the Red Chinese who at that 
time persuaded Khrushchev to 
let Premier Gomulka follow 
a rexaxed liberal type of 
communism. 
But that was 12 years ago. 
Today Gomulka has grown 
old,

out of date. 
Last 
March

revolt, 
similar to that in France and

Columbia 
University, 
paralyzed Warsaw University, 
set Poland on its ear. 
The police moved in. And, 
with measures far tougher

anything 
seen 
in 
Chicago, 
the student 
strike 
was crushed. Student leaders 
were 
j a i l e d . 
Warsaw 
professors and liberals who 
would 
like 
to demonstrate 
openly 
for 
Czechoslovakia 
have been quiet ever since. 
Gomulka’s 
tough 
tactics 
paid off, just as the tough 
tactics of the Kremlin in 
cracking down on the Czechs 
may 
have 
paid 
off.

Warsaw,

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Bill Alarmed Letters Continue 
Social Security System Not Giving Way to Welfare 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Far 
It montes new and with no end 
in sight} a mysterious letter 
barrage has bombarded con­ 
gressmen and newspapers warn­ 
ing of a non-existent bill that 
would end Social Security. 
The alarmed letter writers 
from Maine to. California need­ 
lessly fear that the present sys­ 
tem will be replaced by a wel­ 
fare system with benefits paid 
only on the basis of need. 
AU such fears are groundless. 
Social Security Administration 
officials explain. Th# . present 
system will continue as always, 
they say, and benefits will be 
paid as a right-not on tha basis 
of need. 
Letters Ceatlaae 
But despite repeated assur­ 
ances from congressman and 
Social Security officials, tha let­ 
ters keep arriving, usually pop­ 
ping up in batches from difftr- 
ent parts of tha country aa they 
have sines tha spring of 1M7. 
Tho letters first Mt the mails 
during consideration of tho biU 
to raise Social Security bene­ 
fits. But neither the administra­ 
tion’s bul nor tha final maasure. 
approved 
by 
Congress 
and 
signed into law by President 
Johnson, contained any propos­ 
al making Social Sacurity a 
welfare system. 
Nearly aU the litters urge 
Congress to dofoat HR Kid. 
which was the original number 
carried en the administration's 
Social Security bill which pro­ 
posed a minimum IS per cent 
monthly hike in benefits. 
That number was abandoned 
when 
tho 
House 
Ways 
and 


deans Committee later reported 
its reworded bill to Congress, 
and when Johnson signed the 
bill Jan. 2, 1968. it bore tha 
number HR 12080. 
Although the 13 per cent mini­ 
mum benefits have been paid 
monthly to some 23 mUlion 
beneficiaries since March-and 
though the original HR S710 has 
been long dead-the letters keep 
coming.

Mora than 3.000 women ere 
expected to obtain in California 
and Colorado this year abor­ 
tions which would have been 
Illegal untU recent changes in 
state law. 
Well over half of theft abor­ 
tions will ba approved on psy­ 
chiatric grounds. 
The total number of opera­ 
tions has so far run well under 
advance estimates. Some of tho 
reasons: 
1. High cost of legal abortions 
comps rad with fees charged by 
quacks.

Those findings emerged from 
an Associated Press survey in 
the five states—California, Colo­ 
rado.

and Colorado. 
The survey was designed to 
see how the new laws ars w ©ric­ 
ing. and to study a trend that 
may spread eventually to tho 
rest of the nation. Twelve Other 
states have similar legislation 
pending,- and a move is under 
way to modify or repeal abor­ 
tion laws throughout the United 
Stat es. 
The chief complaint so far 
about legal abortions is tha cost. 
In California, tha largest of the 
rive states, physicians’ fees and 
hospital charges average $660 to 
$700. and much m ort when 
there are complications. This 
compar#* with $300 in Mexico 
and $200 in Japan. Illegal asor* 
tions in Celifemia a rt reported 
to cost $100 up. 
A mother whose 15-year-old 
daughter beearn© pregnant said 
aha was forced to spend $1,800 
on psychiatrist, 
hospital and 
doctor fees in order to obtain an 
abortion. 
“There was a great deal of 
red tape and the whole thing 
was disgusting," the mother 
said. “Both the doctors and the 
nurses were unbending—we got 
the definite feeling they don't 
like to bandit such casas." 
California's cantury-old abor­ 
tion law, prohibiting operations 
except in casta of gravo danger 
to the mother’s health, was re­ 
vised Nov. I . I M T , to permit ter­ 
mination of pregnancy for rea­ 
sons of 
mental or 
physical 
health, cases or rope or incest 
and for girls under IS. By the 
end of tho yoar 549 applications 
had been received and 479 ap­ 
proved by hospital committees.

preceding passage of the new 
law. opponents predicted the 
mental health clause would be a 
loophole for women whe would 
not otherwise qualify for abor­ 
tions. Early figurts bore them 
out. Of tho 541 applications, 438 
wort on this ground end 390 
were approved. 
Another prediction, that Cal! 
form* would become a mecca 
for abortion seekers, fell Hat. 
Only ll of the applications were 
from out of state. 
In Colorado, which revised its 
laws April 25. 1967, psychiatric 
reasons wert cited for 195 of 338 
legal abortions reported through 
June 30.1968. An even IOO of tho 
abortions were en women from 
out of Hate. 
However, the sponsor of the 
Colorado law, Rep. Richard D. 
Lamm, insists there is ne dan­ 
ger that Colorado will bacons© 
"ae obstetrical Las Vegas." 


Investigators traced the early 
letters to the Memphis, Tenn.. 
area after a businessman had 
posted a leaflet warning that 
the non-existent HR 5710 would 
end the Social Security system. 
He apologized later when told 
the information was faulty, and 
told investigators he did not 
know the origin of the flyer he 
had tacked up. 


Since then, the pauern gener­ 
ally has been the same. First, 
flyers 
appear 
tucked 
under 
windshield wipers or stuffed in­ 
to mailboxes. Then, a flood of 
letters follow to congressmen, 
newspapers and federal offi­ 
cials. 
la Other States 
After the Memphis letters. 
Iflyers were found in Georgia. 
iNaw England, New York and 


New Jersey. This spring, Sens. 
Jacob K. Javits. R-N.Y. and the 
late Robert F. Kennedy. D N.Y.. 
reported thousands of letters 
urging defeat of the non-exist­ 
ent HR 5710. 
This summer. Javits reported 
hundreds more of the letters 
which also started going to con­ 
gressmen from Ohio and Penn­ 
sylvania and also to newspapers 
in those states. 


One congressman, Rep. Otis 
Pike. D N.Y., became so anger­ 
ed. he wrote constituents: “A 
bunch of nuts are running about 
the East Coast of the United 
States, and the West Coast too 
...scaring the devil out of people 
who contribute to. or get pay­ 
ments from, the Social Security 
system. 
“Anonymously, 
which 
is

familiar pattern with nuts, they 
are circulating literature. There 
is no House bill 5710. There was 
a House bill 5710 over a year 
ago. but it didn’t do any of the 
things the nuts say it did-it did 
increase Social Security bene­ 
fits..." 
Motives Not Known 
The motives of those original­ 
ly circulating the flyers are not 
known. Some experts say the 


flyers were distributed by op­ 
ponents of the bill who wanted 
workers and 
beneficiaries to 
write in to kill the measure 
raising 
benefits 
through 
this 
devious manner. 
Others say someone who mis­ 
interpreted the intent of the 
bill’s purpose- to raise benefits- 
may have started the leaflets - 
which then spread like wildfire 
across the nation.
